Washington. D. C, Oct. 25,1889.
Congressman Burrows, of Michigan, who

has been stompiug for Gen. Mabone in Vir¬
ginia, arrived here this morning from Fred-
ericksburg, where he and General Mabone
spoke last night. He says the only inter¬
ruption to last night's meeting was made by
a man who asked Gen. Mahone about his
use of tissue ballots, and that the General
shut him up by saying that the man who
said or intimated that be, Mahone, had ever

used, advised, or suggested the use of tissue
billots is a falsifier and the truth is not in
him. Mr. Burrows says tbe General will
certainly be elected, if not oheated in the
oount. A Virginia democrat who heard
what Mr. Burrows said,remarked that with
the direct and positive proof that Gen. Ma¬
hone had used tissue ballots when Hinton
was hie Congressional candidate, and al¬
ready had them printed for use at the com¬
ing election, his denial thereof showed his
possession of a phenomenal amount of ef¬
frontery.
There is no doubt of the fact that Presi¬

dent Harrison 1b entirely out of accord with
the managing and working element of his
party.
